Synepuis of His Speech at Warreae- 
ton—He Advises the Planters to 
Keep Out of Debt and 
Punches the Su- 
preme Court. 


Special Report of tha Constitutionalist] 

After the adjournment of the Warren 
Superior Court for dinner, the people gath- 
ered in the court house to hear the views of 
General Toombs touching the financial and 
polltical evils afflicting the country and 
Georgia in particular.

Complaint, from Terrell. 


WARNER, C. J; 


This was an action brought by the plaintiffs 
agvinst the defendants as pariners on two 
promissory notes forthe sum of $1,271 00, 
E. B. Loyless & Co. Loylesas filed a 
plea of non est facium, alleging that the notes 
were signed after the dissolution of the part- 
nership and without his authority. ‘here 
was also a count in the plaintiff's declaration 


dants as partners before the dissolution of 
the partnership for which it was alleged the 
two notes were given. On the trial of the 
case the jury found a verdict for the defen- 
dants. A motion was made for a new trial 
on the ground that the verdict was contrary 
to the evidnece, and without evidence to sus- 
tain it, and because the verdict was contrary 
to law, which was overruled, and the plain 
tiffaexcepted. It apoers from the evidence 
in the 1ecord that Loylests and Peeples were 
por oy doing business in the name of E. B. 

yless & Co.; thatin the year 1867 er & 
purchased a bill of goods of the plaintiffs 
in New York, for which two notes were 
given. In January, 18€8, the partnership 
was dissolved. After the two notes 
given for the goods became due, and after the 
dissolution of the partnership, to-wit: on the 
28ib of September, 1863, the two notes now 
sued on were made and time of psyment ex- 
tondec, or and in the place of thetwo notes 
originwiiy given for the goods. The firm 
name of E. B. Loyless & Co. was signed by | 
Peebles, one of the partners to these last 
nimed notes, There was no evidence that 
the pla ntiffs knew of the dissolution of the 
partnership of E. B. Loyless & Co. at the 
time the partuership name was signed to the 
notes by Peebles in New York, except what 
was contained in the paper signed by Root, 
the plaintiffs, and some of the other creditors 
of Loyless & Co. for an extension of time. 
That paper is dated 7th of April, 1868, in 
which Mr. Root states that Mr. Peebles, rep- 
resenting Messrs. E. B. Loyless & Co., owis 
about $16,000 all in New York city, has good 
assets to the amount of 40,000, that he( Root) 
is the principal creditor—$5,500—that his 
debt is secured, and could enforce 
its collection, but having entire 
faith in Mr. Peebles, and in 
his manmagement, I am willing to wait upon 
him on condition that his other creditors wii] 
do likewise, Mr. Peebles pledging himself 
that he wil) use all possible dilligence in co)- 
lecting his debts and selling only for cash. 
In order to bring home knowledge of the 
dissolution of the partnership of E. B Loy- 
less & Co. to the plaintiffs, who have been 
dealing with them as partners, at the time 
the notes were signed by Peebles in the part- 
nership name, the evidence should be clear 
and satisfactory. In our judgment, Jhere 
was not sufficient evidence under the law in 


following verdict: “We, the jury 
John Johnson, applicant, ts’ entitled to ad- 
ministration on the estate of Thaddeus W. 
Bradley.” Judgment was entered on this 
verdict in exact accordance with the terms 
thereof, and certified to the Ordinary and 
made the judgment of that Uourt, 
and Johnson was appointed by the 
Ordinary administrator on  Bradley’s 
estate. The Court charged the jury 
“that if the question whether plaintiff was the 
widow of deceased was made and adjudi- 
cated between the parties tothis cause in the 
proceedings had before the Ordinary and on 
appeal, and it was therein and thereby ad- 
judged that the plaintiff was not the widow 
of deceased, such edjudication was conclu- 
sive of the fact in this case, and she would be 
thereby barred of her right te maintain her 
present suit.” To which charge of the Court 
the complainant excepted, and the question 
is, whether the judgment of the Court of 
Ordinary granting the letters of administra- 
tion on the estate of Bradley to Johnson, as 
the same appears in the record, was conclu- 
sive evidence that the complainant was the 
widow of Bradley so as to conclude her 
from showing that she was his widow on 
the trial of the equity cause, and was a bar of 
her right to maintain that suit? Theruleas 
to the conclusivenees of judgements, as 
stated by Lord Chief Justice DeGrey io the 
Duchess of Kingston’s case (20th Howell’s 
State trials, cited by Professor Greenleaf, 
vol. 1st, section 528) is, that the judgment of 
a Court of concurrent jurisdiction, directly 
upon the point, is, as a plea, a bar, or a9 evi- 
dence, conclusive between the same 
parties, upon the same matter, di- 
rectly in question iu another Court: that 
the judgment of a Court of exclusive 
jurisdiction, directly upon the point, is in like 
manner concluaive upon the same matter, 
between the same parties, coming ircidentally 
in question in another Court fora different 
purpose. The judgment of the Court of Or- 
dinary offered in evidence in this case is the 
judgment of a Court of exclusive jurisdic- 
tion as to the granting of letters of adminis- 
tration on intestates’ estates, that judgment 
was Conclusive as to the fact that letters of ad- 
ministration had been granted to Johnson on 
Bradley’s estate, when offered in evidence on 
the trial of the equity cause, but it was not 
conclusive on that trial upon the point as to 
whether the complainant was the widow of 
Bradley, the judgment does not decide an 

thing more, and does net purport to decide 
anything more than the fact that Johnson 
was entitled tothe administion on Bradley’s 
estate, that judgment is not an adjudication 
directly upon the point that the comp'airant 
is not the widow of Bradley, and does not 
purport to decide that cuestion. Moreover, 
itdves not affimatively appear fram the ver- 
dict and judgment thereon that the fact of 
her being the widow of Bradley was the only 
question made and decided by the judgment of 
the Court of Ordinary, that it was one of the 


questions decided, is inferred by argument | solved

not directly = that point, and unless the 
judgment of the Court of Ordinary was ren- 
dered directly upon that point, as shown by 
the record, the complainant was not estopped 
by that judgment from proving that she was 
the widow of Bradley, on the trial of the 
equity cause. Besides, estoppels should be 
mutual. If administration had been granted 
on Bradley's estate to the complainant in- 
stead of Johnson, would the judgment of the 
Court of Ordinary granting administration,.to 
her have estopped the heirs of Bradley, on a 
bill filed by them against her for distribution, 
from showing tbat she was not bis widow ? 
We think not. In our judgment, the charge 
of the Court was error, because it did not ap- 
pear from tLe judgment rendered by the 
Court of Ordinary, that the question whether 
the complainant was the widow of Bradley, 
was necessarily decided by that Court, inas— 
much as that judgment does not appear to 
have been rendered directly upon that point; 
and it was error to assume that it was so 
rendered. Hunter vs. Davis, 19th Ga. Rep., 
418. Let the judgment of the Court below 
be reverged.

INCREASING CLOUDINESS IN GEOR- 
GIA. 


WasHineton, October 14.—For Wednes- 
day in the Gulf States falling barometer, in- 
crea-ing southeasterly winds and on the im- 
mediate coast cloudy weather, followed, pos- 
sibly, by rain. 

For the South Atlantic States falling ba- 
rometer, southeast winds, higher temperature 
and increasing cloudiness.
